MINUTES 

OF  THE 

North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

SIXTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIRST  SESSION. 

Greensboro,  N.  C,  Aug.  12th.  1SS5. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  by  the 
President,  V.  O.  Thompson,  and  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  Smith,  D.  D. 

Col.  J.  N.  Staples  then  welcomed  the  Association  to  the  city 
as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : 

On  the  medical  staff  of  the  Greek  army  before  the  walls  of  Troy  were  the 
sons  of  a  God  known  as  the  "blameless  physician."  This  eminent  personage, 
according  to  mythology,  "went  about  healing  diseases  and  raising  the  dead  to 
life."  By  some  he  was  thought  to  be  the  son  of  Apollo  but,  Pluto  being  jeal- 
ous of  his  power,  complained  to  Qeus,  who  bad  Msculaipiug  put  to  death. 

In  Greece,  splendid  temples  were  erected  to  his  memory,  and  his  name  was 
sacredly  worshipped  by  his  followers.  'A  peculiar  breed  of  holy  serpents  were 
kept  in  the  temple  at  Epictemrus,  and  in  these  this  God  was  supposed  to  have 
insinuated  himself."  From  the  presence  of  these  yellowish-brown  snakes,  it  is 
said,  the  most  dreadful  pestilence  would  vanish,  and  on  frequent  occasions  they 
were  sent  into  cities  to  remove  scourges. 

Some  four  hundred  years  before  Christ  "under  the  presence  of  a  calamity,  a 
holy  embassy  was  sent  out  from  Rome  to  request  the  presence  of  one  of  these 
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serpents,  and,  about  one  hundred  years  later,  the  worship  of  .Eseulapius  was 
introduced  into  Rome." 

Many  wonderful  cures  were  effected  and  to  commemorate  them  temples  were 
built  containing  tablets  giving  "the  namos  and  genealogy  of  the  patients  the 
diseases  and  method  of  treatment." 

"The  only  regular  practitioners  of  antiquity  were  the  Priests  of  these  tem- 
ples. It  was  an  hereditary  Priesthood  "  and  called  the  Priesthood  of  .Ecsulapi- 
us.  In  Liter  times,  however,  the  pupils  of  these  Priests,  "being  initiated  into 
the  mysteries  of  medicine,  became  regularly  trained  physicians,"  and  were  al- 
lowed to  practice. 

In  civilized  Europe  during  the  Middle  Ages,  Apothecaries  were  a  privileged 
body.  They  belonged  to  a  distinct  organization,  and  in  a  number  of  places 
were  different  from  the  Druggists. 

By  royal  charter  in  England,  they  still  have  a  corporate  existence,  with  the 
right  to  license  members,  who  have  the  privilege  not  only  to  "prepare  and  sell, 
but   ikewise  to  practice  medicine  " 

In  France  the  old  corporation  of  Apothecary  Druggists,  which  formerly  ex- 
isted, lias  been  dissolved,  and  a  new  corporation  styled  the  Pharmacians  has 
been  established,  whose  members  have  the  privilege  to  keep  shops,  prepare 
medicines  and  make  up  prescriptions,  but  no  legal  right  to  practice  as  physi- 
cians. 

In  our  own  country  much  greater  latitude  has  been  given  with  respect  to  the 
preparation,  sale  and  practice  of  medicine;  but,  more  recently  in  many  of  the 
States  legis  ative  restrictions  have  been  thrown  around  both  the  practitioner 
and  the  public,  to  the  manifest  protection  of  the  one  and  safety  of  the  other. 

The  art  of  choosing  collecting  preserving  and  preparing  medicines,  is  Phar- 
macy, and,  it  has  been  said  that  "the  various  operations  of  Pharmacy  have  for 
their  object  the  rendering  of  medicines  more  effective  and  less  repugnant  to  the 
taste  ami  to  the  stomach." 

If  such,  then  ba  your  mission  upon  th  '  earth,  gentlemen,  Welcome!  Yes, 
thrice  We  come!  ye  descendants  of  the  priesthood  of  yEsculapius,  ye  Knights  of 
the  spatula  and  the  mortar.  For  whether  ye  come  as  Msculapians,  Apothecaries 
DruggixUox  Pharmacians ;  or,  whether  from  the  temple  of  the  holy  snakes  amidst 
the  glories  of  ancient  Greece  ;  or  from  the  shrines  of'your  God  upon  tin'  camp- 
ing-fields of  martial  Home;  or,  from  the  torch-lit  tomb  of  the  Capulets  wherein 
was  found  the  marriage-feast  prepared  by  the  '  good  apothecary  ;"  or  whether 
ye  lie  Licentiates  from  England's  college  of  royal  charter;  or  Representatives  from 
tin-  Pharmacian  school  hard  by  the  banks  of  the  historic  Seine  ;  or,  better  still. 
whether  as  a  body  of  North  Carolinians,  chartered  by  the  laws  of  your  Stale  to 
encourage  scientific  research,  develop  the  talent  of  pharmacy  and  elevate  the 
standard  of  professional  thought,  ye  are  Welcome!  and  more  than  Welcome!  For 
ye  come  no1  as  enemies  with  dead  flies  and  blistering  ointments  in  your  hands, 
but  as  b  inefactors  of  your  race,  friends  of  the  palates  and  stomachs  of  mankind. 

Perhaps  w\^r  before  in  this  State,  have  there  been  seen  in  one  assemblage 
so  many  distinguished  Druggists  And  inasmuch  as  all  of  you  have  scruples, 
and  none,  of  you  are  without  drachms,  I  feel  assured  you  will  make  many  grain* 
of  allowance  for  our  iimited  display  of  powder  an  this  occasion,  and,  should  your 
stay  in  our  midst  be  not  tinctured  with  every  pleasure,  pray  let  me  remind  yon 
of  t.,e  fact  that  we  have  a  double  duty  to  perform  this  week    and  that,  as  seien- 
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tific  men,  you  know  it  is  hardly  practicable  for  us  to  filter  Ipeaxe  and  Peaches 
through  the  same  measure  at  the  same  time,  without  in  some  degree  mixing  the 
one  with  the  other.  ** 

But,  gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  we  welcome 
you  !  In  the  name  of  our  municipa  ity,  our  druggists  our  physicians,  and  in 
the  name  of  our  people,  we  welcome  you  to  the  shade  of  our  trees  and  the  hos- 
pitalities of  our  homes. 

Know  ye  not,  that  ye  stand  amidst  scenes  of  historic  splendor.' 

That  a  few  miles  to  the  north  of  you,  once  came  marching  in  a  1  the  pomp  and 
circumstance  of  war,  England's  conquering  hosts,  with  proud  Cornwallis  at 
their  head,  when  upon  them  fell  in  furious  battle  the  patriot  army  of  Nathaniel 
Greene  !  Thence  to  York  town  marched  with  drooping  banners  the  vanquished 
Cornwallis,  that  in  the  sequence  of  events  he  might  deliver  to  Washington  his 
guns  and  his  army — glorious  trophies  of  Guilford  Court  House  '.  Earlier  Still ! 
while  yet  the  camp-fires  of  Liberty  were  burning  dimly,  a  few  miles  to  the 
north  of  you,  on  the  banks  of  the  Little  Alamance,  the  first  patriot  b  ood  was 
shed  of  the  Revolution  I 

I  point  you  to  another  spot  a  few  miles  down  the  road— looking  north— not  a 
battlefield,  but  a  church-yard  !  Upon  the  brow  of  a  beautiful  nil],  just  above 
the  meadows  where  the  birds  carol  their  sweetest  sougs— beneath  the  shadows 
of  majestic  oaks,  whose  outstretched  branches  have  wrestled  with  many  storms 
—rests  all  that  is  mortal  of  David  (.'aid well  of  Revolutionary  fame.  A  man 
who  projected  himself  upon  the  age  in  which  he  lived  with  such  tenacity  of  pur- 
pose, such  devotion  to  principle,  such  love  of  liberty,  and  such  unselfish  con- 
secration to  country  and  to  duty,  that,  in  all  time  to  come  he  will  live  in  the 
hearts  and  memory  of  his  people.  North  Caro  ina  history  furnishes  no  more- 
conspicuous  figure  than  him  who  sleeps  at  Buffalo.  Here,  too,  in  our  midst 
lie  all  that  is  mortal  of  the  two  great  pioneers  of  internal  improvements  in 
North  Carolina— John  M.  Morehead  and  John  A.  Gilmer. 

On  West  Market  street,  in  days  gone  by,  nestling  amidst  a  garden  of  roses 
was  Edgeworth — that  home  of  beaut}'  and  happy  dreams,  where  so  many  hearts 
have  oft  found  a  shrine  for  memory's  worship.  Just  across  the  branch  crown- 
ing the  hill — risen  from  its  ashes — is  the  college,  from  whose  Christian  porta  s 
have  gone  out  for  generations  the  fairest  daughters  of  the  land,  to  do  life's  du- 
ties as  became  Christian  women. 

Crossing  the  railroad  at  the  station  you  may  follow  a  street  which  was  once 
the  virgin  soil  of  a  grove  of  forest  trees.  In  this  grove  was  struck  for  the  last 
time  the  tents  of  Johnson's  army.  Upon  the  purple  air  of  an  April  morning 
rang  out  loud  and  clear  the  last  bugle-cal  to  boots  and  saddles.  The  last  drum- 
beat to  reveille  was  hushed  when  Dixie's  flag  was  furled — for  here  it  was  our 
soldiers  laid  down  their  arms  and  once  more  became  citizens  of  this  great  Re- 
public. 

Long  live  the  Republic  !  Long  live  the  memory  of  our  soldiers,  both  living 
and  dead  !  And  may  we  not  all  hope  that  those  gallant  spirits  of  both  armies, 
whose  bright  lives  went  out  in  battle,  have  a  common  camping-ground  in  a  land 
where  there  are  no  shadows— and  that  as  the  surviving  heroes  of  that  dreadful 
strife  one  by  one  depart,  may  they  meet  with  no  unfriendly  greeting  on  the 
other  shore — but,  in  company  with  those  who  have  gone  before,  dwell  together 
in  eternal  brotherhood  and  peace. 
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But,  gentlemen,  Greensboro  does  not  rest  solely  upon  the  past  for  her  attrac- 
tions. She  lives  in  the  present.  She  marches  to  the  music  of  progress.  Along- 
side the  advancing  column  she  ranges  herself  for  achievement.  She  points  with 
pardonable  pride  to  her  works  of  industry  and  manufactures,  her  public  build- 
ings—hotels and  churches— to  the  modesty  and  beauty  of  her  daughters,  and 
to  the  gallantry  and  patriotism  of  her  sons.  The  ring  of  the  hammer  and  the 
voice  of  the  trowel  may  be  hea  d  in  her  streets,  and  the  songs  of  her  happy 
workmen  tell  the  story  of  her  enterprise. 

I  would  not  discourage  yon,  gentlemen,  but  candor  compels  me  to  mention 
the  fact  that  the  health  of  the  place  is  proverbial  y  good— and  never  better  than 
now,  and  although  the  faces  of  our  physicians  and  druggists  are  wreathed 
with  smiles,  yet  I  can  assure  you  it  is  not  an  evidence  of  usual  contentment, 
but  is  wholly  attributable  to  the.  Fruit  Fair  which  is  being  held  in  our  midst, 
and  which,  I  am  persuaded,  they  are  welcoming  with  unspeakable  joy 

Having  voted  for  the  bill  under  which  your  organization  exists,  I  feel  a  per- 
sonal solicitude  for  the  success  of  your  Association.  I  trust  the  objects  you 
have  in  view  may  be  fully  attained  and  the  results  of  your  labors  may  be  not 
only  very  profitable  to  yourselves,  but  highly  beneficial  to  the  public. 

Thanking  you  for  your  polite  attention,  and  wishing  each  of  you  a  pleasant 
sojourn  in  our  midst  I  again  welcome  you  to  Gre  nsboro,  and  to  the  hospita.ity 
of  our  people. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Home  responded  in  the  following  words  : 

Col.  Staples  : 

On  behalf  of  this  Association,  I  return  sincere  thanks  for  this  kind  and  cor- 
dial reception.  We  heartily  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our  good  fortune  in 
being  here  to-day. 

We  have  come  from  every  section  of  the  State,  seeking  relief  from  the  labor 
and  confinement  incident  to  our  vocation,  and  with  an  earnest  purpose  to  do 
what  we  can  to  advance  the  interests  and  the  usefulness  of  our  profession. 

We  hope  to  gather  inspiration  from  what  we  are  witnessing  in  this  progressive 
and  prosperous  city.  On  every  hand  we  see  evidences  of  a  public  spirit  and  a 
bold  and  liberal  enterprise  for  which  this  community  deserves  the  highest  dis- 
tinction. The  great  Fruit  Fair  now  in  progress  here  will  attest  its  supremacy 
in  those  qualities  that  most  tend  to  develop  and  glorify  North  Carolina. 

It  would  seem  as  if  the  mantles  of  David  Caldwell,  Morehead,  Gilmer,  and 
others  of  the  fathers  of  this  historic  county  had  fallen  upon  worthy  shoulders. 

I  again  return  heartfelt  thanks  for  this  courteous  and  hospitable  welcome.

SECOND  SESSION. 
Wednesday  Afternoon,  Aug.  12,  1885. 

The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4  p.  m. 
The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 
The  President,  Mr.  V.  O.  Thompson,  then  read  his  annual  ad- 
dress, as  follows: 


10  proceedings  north  Carolina         [Greensboro, 

Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

By  permission  of  a  kind  Providence,  one  more  cycle  is  added  to  the  existence 
of  our  Association.  We  are  assembled  to  hold  our  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  in 
this  beautiful  central  city  of  North  Carolina,  whose  iron  arms  stretch  out  and 
span  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  State.  Just  beyond  her  limits  lies  a  noted 
battle  ground  of  the  Revolution  and  not  far  off  the  camping  ground  of  the  last 
large  army  of  the  Confederacy.  On  yonder  hill  stands  the  alma  mater  of  hun- 
dreds of  the  best  women  of  our  country.  Breathing  such  an  atmosphere  we 
can  but  hope  to  have  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  meetings  ot  our 
Association. 

Prior  to  1880  the  Druggists  of  North  Carolina  were  scattered  over  the  State, 
known  to  each  other  only  by  accident,  with  no  common  interest  to  serve  or  aim 
to  aspire  to.  By  intercourse,  the  drug  interest  of  North  Carolina  has  very  much 
changed  since  then,  for  our  mutual  good. 

It  is  pleasant  to  behold  the  faces  of  so  many  we  saw  in  Raleigh  at  the  begin- 
ning of  our  efforts  to  build  up  a  permanent  Association,  which  is  to  shape  and 
control  the  drug  interest  of  North  Carolina  for  time  to  come,  and  it  is  also  grat- 
ifying to  know  how  much  good  has  been  accomplished  since  our  organization. 
The  foundation  stones  are  laid.  It  remains  for  us  to  make  such  changes  from 
time  to  time  as  will  inure  to  our  interest.  The  co-working  of  so  large  a  number 
of  Druggists  will  ultimately  place  our  business  among  the  learned  professions, 
where  it  properly  belongs.     There  are  two  ways  to  accomplish  this: 

1st.  Educate  young  men  in  schools  of  Pharmacy.  Make  them  feel  that  such 
a  course  is  necessary,  preceded  by  practical  training  in  a  drug  store. 

2nd.  Require  all  Druggists  to  become  licentiates  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  I 
would  recommend  that  we  change  by  legislation  as  soon  as  possible  Sec.  4  of 
our  Pharmacy  act,  striking  out,  "or  one  who  is  or  has  been  a  Regular  practicing 
Physician."  At  the  suggestion  of  a  member,  I  wrote  to  the  State  Senator  from 
my  district  to  use  his  efforts  to  have  this  change  enacted  during  the  session  of 
our  last  Legislature;  but  he,  on  consultation  with  sonic  physicians  who  were 
members,  let  it  die  in  its  very  conception.     This  should  not  have  been  so. 

Towns  are  rapidly  multiplying  and  there  are  in  these  numbers  of  drug  stores 
which  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  When  every  Druggist 
of  North  Carolina  feels  he  is  amenable  to  and  has  become  a  licentiate  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  we  will  have  taken  a  long  stride  in  making  our  Association 
what  it  should  lie. 

I  received  a  short  while  ago  from  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Retail  Drug- 
gists' Association,  a  circular  letter  urging  retail  dealers  throughout  the  country 
to  join  that  Association.  Since  the  Campion  plan  is  inoperative,  wholesale 
houses  and  patent  medicine  proprietors  have  adopted  such  plans  as  best  suited 
their  interests  1  would  suggest  that  we  continue  to  give  our  support  to  the 
National  Retail  Druggists'  Association.  A  united  effort  on  th  ■  part  of  Drug- 
gists will  be  required  to  keep  the  sale  of  patent  medicines  in  the  hands  of  Drug- 
gists, who  should  alone  deal  in  them.  The  list  of  non-secret  preparations  are 
numerous  and  the  manufacturers  of  proprietary  preparations  are  filling  our  stores 
ami  doctor  shops  with  their  medicines.  I  mention  this  to  suggest  that  we  de- 
pend more  on  our  own  preparations  for  we  can  manufacture  many  articles  that 
are  better  and  cheaper  which  can  he  sold  with  less  effort  at  advertising. 

Since  our  last  meeting  no  drug  has  attracted  attention  at  all  comparable  to 
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that  of  muriate  of  cocaine.  For  centuries  the  leaves  of  Erythroxylon  have  been 
used  for  various  purposes  and  not  deemed  of  much  value  as  a  medicine.  In  1862 
Seimann  discovered  the  alkaline  cocaine.  Of  late  the  whole  medical  world  has 
been  experimenting  on  its  anaesthetic  properties.  Wonderful  it  is,  a  patient  can 
sit  conscious  and  complacently  while  the  surgeon  plies  his  knife.  Should  it  prove 
to  be  an  antidote  for  the  morphia  habit  as  is  now  claimed  for  it,  its  value  will  be 
incalculable. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  stringency  and  shrinkage  in  values,  and  some 
goods  are  low  beyond  precedent  and  the  hope  is  the  bottom  is  reached  and 
there  will  be  a  goneral  advance  in  trad.'. 

Since  our  last  meeting  we  have  four  deaths  to  report:  W.  M.  Latham,  Sea- 
bord;  F.  S  Duffy,  Newberne  ;  E.  S.  Gordon  Morganton  ;  R.  E.  Johnson,  Fre- 
mont. The  Executive  Committee  will  present  appropriate  resolutions.  Our 
valuable  Secretary  Treasurer  and  other  officers  and  committees  will  at  the 
proper  time  make  their  reports.  The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  a  healthy 
status. 

Now,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  thank  you  heartily  for  the  honor  you  have  done 
me  in  electing  me  to  the  Presidency  tor  the  past  year.  I  ask  your  clemencj  for 
Imperfections  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.  .May  our  Association  grow  stronger 
as  we  meet  from  year  to  year.     I  am  happj  to  return  as  a  private  in  your  ranks. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hancock  the  reporl  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  five  to  consider  the  suggestions  con- 
tained therein.  Vice  Presidenl  Borne  appointed  Messrs.  A.  \Y. 
Hancock,  E.  V.  Zoeller,  B.  E.  Sedberry,  Jno.  II.  Hill  and  II.  L. 
Fentress  as  said  committee. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  S.  Lee,  made  his  annual  report,  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  President  and  M  mbers  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen:  In  making  my  report  as  Treasurer  for  the  past  year,  I  desire  to 
state  that  all  of  the  members  have  been  notified  of  the  amount  of  their  dues, 

with  a  request  to  remit  the  same.  Some  have  responded  to  the  call.  There  is 
now  due  the  Association  for  Annual  Contributions  the  sum  of  $251.  This 
amount,  however,  will  he  reduced  by  payments  received  from  the  members  he- 
tore  the  close  .it  this  meeting. 

In  compliance  with  the  Constitution,  I  have  presented  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  names  id'  delinquent  members  for  failing  to  pay  their  annual  dues 
for  two  or  more  successive  years.  The  total  amount  of  their  indebtedness  is 
$97,  exclusive  of  dues  for  the  present  year.

REPORT  OF  THE   SECRETARY   OF   THE  NORTH   CAROLINA  BOARD 
OF  PHARMACY. 

Raleigh,  N.  C.  Aug.  13th,  1885. 
To  Mis  Excellency,  A.  M.  Scales,  Governor: 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, a  report  of  the  action  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  since 
my  last  annual  report. 

The  eighth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Charlotte  on  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday,  August  13th  and  14th,  1884.  Present,  Messrs.  Green,  Nadal 
and  Simpson.  Mr.  Green's  term  of  office  having  expired,  rendering  thereby  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  President  of  the  Board,  and  having  been  re-appointed  by 
his  Excellency  the  Governor,  on  motion  Mr.  Green  was  re-elected  President  of 
the  Board. 
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At  this  meeting,  fifteen  candidates  for  license  to  practice  Pharmacy  presented 
themselves,  ten  of  whom  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  and  were  awarded 
certificates  as  Licentiates  in  Pharmacy,  the  other  five  failing  to  pass  such  exami- 
nation, were  granted  another  opportunity  to  redeem  themselves.  One  of  the 
candidates  who  passed  the  examination  failed  on  a  former  occasion. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  having  been  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the  "Code," 
which  is  now  the  law,  the  section  exempting  towns  of  five  hundred  inhabitants 
and  less  from  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  been  omitted,  thereby 
making  the  law  apply  to  every  part  of  the  State  alike,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  prepare  a  circular  letter  to  be  sent  to  every  Druggist  and  Pharmacist 
in  towns  of  five  hundred  inhabitants  and  less,  extending  to  them  the  same  priv- 
ileges as  were  extended  to  all  others  at  the  passage  of  the  act,  informing  them 
of  the  law,  and  calling  upon  them  to  register  within  a  certain  time,  or  else  ap- 
pear before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  examination.  '1  he  circular  was  prepared 
and  sent  to  every  postoffice  in  the  State  whose  inhabitants  numbered  five  hun- 
dred and  less,  addressed  to  any  Druggist  or  dealer  in  drugs  or  medicines,  also 
one  to  the  sheriff  of  each  county  in  the  State.  In  response  to  said  circular  eighty- 
nine  additional  names  were  added  to  the  number  of  registered  Druggists. 

The  ninth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  February  10th  and  11th,  1884.  Present  Messrs.  Green,  Nadal, 
Tull  and  Simpson.  At  this  meeting  five  candidates  applied  for  license,  all  of 
whom  passed  a  favorable  examination  and  were  awarded  certificates  as  Licen- 
tiates in  Pharmacy. 

The  tenth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of  Greensboro,  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  August  12th  and  13th,  1885.  Present,  Messrs.  Green, 
Meadows,  Nadal,  Tull  and  Simpson.  At  this  meeting  eleven  candidates  appeared 
for  examination,  only  three  of  whom  passed  a  favorable  examination,  and  were 
granted  certificates  as  Licentiates  in  Pharmacy. 

The  whole  number  of  Druggists  who  have  been  registered  to  date  is  432.  Of 
these  12  have  died,  17  have  removed  from  the  State  and  20  have  discontinued 
business,  leaving  383  now  on  the  register.  Of  this  number  278  are  registered  as 
proprietors  and  105  as  assistants  353  were  registered  without  examination  and 
30  after  examination.  The  whole  number  examined  by  the  Board  is  51,  of 
which  21  failed  to  pass  the  necessary  examination.

The  following  communication  from  the  State  Treasurer  will  explain  itself: 
North  Carolina,  Treasury  Department, 
Raleigh,  August  5th   1885. 
William  Simpson,  Esq.,  Secretary  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
Raleigh,  X.  C, 
Dear  Sir  :  I  have  received  yours  of  this  date. 

You  ask;  1st.     "Has  a  druggist  a  right  to  dispense  spirituous  liquors  on  a 
physician's  prescription  only,  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  to  do  so?" 
In  connection  with  this  and  other  enquiries  you  refer  me  to  the  case  of  State 
v.  Wray,  72  North  Carolina  Reports. 

Sec.  34  of  the  revenue  act  provides  that  "every  person,  company,  or  firm,  for 
selling  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or  medicated  bitters,  shall  pay  a  d- 
cense  tax  quarterly  in  advance,"  &c. 
In  the  case  above  referred  to,  the  Court  held  that  'a  druggist  who,  in  good 

faith  and  with  due  caution, sells  as  a  medicine,  by  the  direction  of  a 

practicing  physician,  spirituous  liquors  in  a  quantity  less  than  a  quart,  is  not 
Indictable  therefor."  Yet  the  Court  further  say  :  "But  we  would  not  have  it 
understood  that  physicians  and  druggists  are  to  be  protected  in  an  abuse  of  the 
privilege.  They  are  not  only  prohibited  from  selling  liquor  in  the  ordinary 
Bourse  of  business,  but  also  from  administering  it  as  a  medicine  unless  it  be 
done  in  good  faith  and  after  the  exercise  of  due  caution  as  to  its  necessity  as  a 
medicine. 

"The  sale  of  liquor  without  a  license,  in  quantities  less  than  a  quart,  isprvma 
facte  unlawful,  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  one  who  does  so  sell,  to  show  that  it 
was  done  under  circumstances  which  render  it  lawful." 

My  opinion  is  that  druggists  can  sell  '  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors,  or 
medicated  bitters."  in  quantities  less  than  a  quart  strictly  as  medicine,  upon 
the  special  prescription  of  a  practicing  physician  in  each  case,  without  liability 
to  tax. 

2d.  "Is  the  sale  of  medicated  bitters  such  as  Hostetter's  Bitters,  Brown's 
Iron  Bitters,  Hop  Bitters,  and  medicines  of  that  class,  regarded  by  you  as  the 
sale  of  spirituous  liquors  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  governing  the  sale 
thereof." 

I  am  compelled,  by  the  words  of  the  law,  to  answer  this  enquiry  in  the  affirm- 
ative, because  the  law,  without  qualification,  classes  "medicated  bitters"  with 
spirituous  and  other  liquors  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  While  it  is  true  that 
such  bitters  are  not  ordinarily  sold  upon  prescriptions  of  physicians  yet  if  drug- 
gists could  sell  them  upon  such  prescriptions  the  exemption  would  apply  as  in 
cases  of  other  liquors. 
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3d.  "Has  a  corporation  the  right  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  such  medicated  bit- 
ters where  a  majority  of  its  citizens  have  voted  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous 
liquors  within  its  limits?" 

While  it  is  not  my  province  to  answer  this  question,  yet,  1  suggest  that  it 
would  depend  upon  the  charter  of  the  corporation  or  the  general  or  special  stat- 
ute regulating  the  matter.  Druggists  will  have  to  be  governed  by  the  statutes 
affecting  the  localities  where  they  carry  on  their  business. 

I  have  endeavored  to  reply  to  your  enquiries  explicitly,  and  as  fully  as  I 
thought  necessary.

Resolved,  That  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Book  of  Formulae  be  adopted  by 
this  Association  as  its  guide  in  the  making  of  non-officinal  preparations. 

Reply  to  Query  No.  4  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock  was  real  and  or- 
dered (by  t lie  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings: 

QUERY  NO.  i. 

The  officinal  unguentum  is  liable  to  rancidity,  especially  at  our  summer  temper- 
ature. Would  not  the  substitute  of  benzoated  lard  for  the  plain  lard  in  the  for- 
mula have  a  tendency  to  retard  or  perhaps  prevent  the  change  entirely  for  a 

reasonable  time? 

Iii  reply  to  this  query  1  would  state  that  whilst  I  have  never  seen  and  1  doubt 
Whether  there  has  ever  been  any  specially  exhaustive  or  detailed  paper  written  in 
reference  to  the  general  use  of  benzoin  to  prevent  rancidity  in  ointments,  there  is 
no  question  but  that  benzoin  has  such  qualities— in  fact  it  has  been  strongly 
recommended  lor  that  purpose,  and  I  would  further  state  that  if  the  benzoated 
lard  be  used  in  place  of  the  plain  lard  that  it  does  retard  to  a  great  extent  the 
rancidity  in  the  officinal  ointments,  provided  that  the  benzoated  lard  is  properly 
made. 

If  you  notice  in  all  the  officinal  ointments  in  the  present  pharmacopoeia,  with 
few  exceptions,  benzoated  lard  is  used  in  the  place  of  the  plain  lard  as  used  in 
the  old  formulas;  but  many  Pharmacists  are  dissatisfied  with  the  formula  for 
benzoated  lard  of  the  present  pharmacopoeia,  and  Mr.  E.  ('  Lewis,  in  a  letter 
read  before  the  Vermont  Pharmaceutical  Association  on  that  subject,  said  : 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  formula'  accepted  in  our  standard  works  on 
pharmacy  for  the  compounding  of  benzoated  lard  as  all  pharmacists  are  supposed 
to  have  the  authority  at  hand.  In  my  experience  the  formulae  found  in  our 
text  books  an'  more  theoretical  than  practical.  1  believe  my  experience  is  but 
that  of  every  pharmacist  who  has  attempted  to  follow  the  formulae  of  our  pbar- 
acopceia.  Although  expert  manipulators  may  be  partially  successful,  nine  in 
every  ten  will  fail  to  attain  the  expected  success.  The  object  sought  in  this 
compound  is  to  impregnate  the  lard  with  the  properties  of  the  benzoin,  and  if 
this  is  to  be  accomplished,  we  would  expect  that  the  balsamic  or  resinous  part 
and  the  benzoic  acid  would  be  largely  held  in  the  laid.  At  least  this  is  the  object 
sought  from  its  medical,  balsamic  acid  and  aromatic  properties  ;  but  I  find  these 
nearly  al!  mi  the  filter.  The  process  of  heating  to  assimilate  the  benzoin  or  to 
expel  the  alcohol,  is  just  undoing  what  you  are  trying  to  accomplish  by  uniting 
finely  divided  particles  of  resin  SO  that  they  will  be  retained  on  the  filter  or  left 
in  a  granular  form  in  the  lard. 

"A  simpler  process  and  attended  with  more  satisfactory  results  is  simply  to 
mix  the  tincture  of  benzoine  with  the  required  amount  of  lard,  either  on  a  tile 
or  in  a  shallow  vessel  and  expose  to  the  air  for  a  day  or  two,  frequently  work- 
ing with  a  spatula  so  as  to  allow  the  evaporation  of  the  alcohol,  and  you  will 
have  a  fine  white  ointment  containing  and  retaining  all  the  qualities  of  the  ben-, 
zoin  and  tree  from  granular  deposit.  It  may  be  said  that  the  alcohol  will  not 
all  spontaneously  evaporate,  and  probably  not  wholly,  but  as  alcohol  is  a  preser- 
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vative  against  rancidity,  it  will  be  of  advantage  rather  than  a  damage  in  this 
particular,  and  the  small  amount  that  may  be  left  could  be  of  no  serious  detri- 
ment and  is  no  way  noticeable,  except  possibly  on  some  raw  and  inflamed  sur- 
face. 

In  preparing  this  and  other  ointments  in  which  lard  is  a  component,  it  is  in- 
dispensable that  the  lard  should  be  free  from  rancidity  and  rendered  free  from 
water.  Every  good  housewife  understands  that  to  properly  render  lard  so  that 
it  will  keep  well  in  summer,  a  continued  heat  of  212°  is  necessary  to  completely 
expel  all  water.  So  it  is  essential  for  success  that  you  have  a  good  beginning  with 
good  lard. 

Many  great  improvements  have  been  made  both  in  the  compounding  and  pres- 
ervation of  ointments.  It  is  said  that  the  Canadian  government  has  a  patent  in 
which  the  patentee  claims  a  compound  composed  of  the  following  ingredients  : 
Fresh  unsalted  butter,  two  pounds  ;  black  wool  cut  from  the  sheep's  breast  at  the 
full  of  the  moon,  one  ounce  ;  three  fresh  eggs,  and  flower  of  sulphur,  two  table- 
spoonfuls.  Black  wool  cut  at  the  full  of  the  moon  is  good,  but  it  may  be  their 
way  of  putting  hair  into  their  butter.  It  certainly  saves  the  wear  and  tear  on  the 
hired  girl's  head.  What  would  our  pharmacists  of  to-day  think  if  they  had  to 
compound  such  an  ointment? 

Reply  to  Query  No.  11  by  Mr.  H.  R,  Home,  was  read  and  or- 
dered (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings : 

QUERY  NO.  11. 

Does  a  solution  of  vanillin  satisfactorily  replace  a  tincture  of  vanilla  as  a  flavor- 
ing agent  ? 

There  is  perhaps  no  flavor  so  popular  or  so  extensively  used  as  vanilla.  It 
enters  largely  into  food,  confections  and  beverages,  and  commends  itself  to  the 
most  delicate  and  discriminating  taste. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  consumers  are  heedless  and  ignorant  as  to  the  purity 
and  quality  of  the  particular  article  they  use.  Hence  the  propriety  and  import- 
ance of  attempts  to  solve  the  above  and  kindred  queries  by  the  pharmaceutical 
profession. 

Pharmacists  who  will  persevere  in  efforts  to  manufacture  and  sell  the  best 
flavoring  agents,  will  inevitably  make  a  favorable  impression  upon  buyers,  and 
finally  monopolize  the  sale  of  them.  It  is  quite  a  discredit  to  competent  Drug- 
gists to  be  called  upon  for  grocers'  brands  of  flavoring  extracts,  yet  some  of  them 
obtain  their  supplies  from  Hazard  or  Thurber  or  Leggett,  and  others  dispense 
articles  inferior  to  these  brands. 

The  Spanish  conquerors  of  Mexico  are  said  to  have  found  vanilla  in  common 
use,  by  the  natives,  for  flavoring  chocolate.  So  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  nov- 
elty »>r  the  use  of  it  as  a  hazardous  experiment. 

For  a  long  time  the  aromatic  principle  of  the  bean  was  supposed  to  reside  in 
an  oil.  As  late  as  1831  the  crystalline  efflorescence  was  proved  by  B!ey  to  be 
distinct  from  benzoic  and  cinnamic  acids,  and  in  1H58,  Gob'.ey  established  its  dif- 
ference from  coumarin  and  named  it  Vanillin.    This  principle  is  now  conceded 
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to  be  the  source  of  the  greater  part  of  the  flavor  and  odor  to  be  derived  from  the 
vanilla  bean.  „ 

In  187(3  the  cultivators  of  vanilla  plantations  in  the  island  of  Bourbon  were 
much  disturbed  by  a  leport  that  a  German  chemist  had  succeeded  in  extracting 
from  the  pine  tree  an  essence  of  which  the  perfume  was  identical  with  that  of 
vanilla,  and  which  could  be  sold  at  a  very  reduced  rate.  And  it  was  true  that 
Tiemann  and  Ilaarmann  had  prepared  vanillin  artificially  from  coniferin,  a  com. 
pound  contained  in  the  sap  of  coniferous  trees.  It  has  since  been  derived  from 
various  sources,  and  is  now  largely  manufactured  from  oil  of  cloves.  In  this 
way  it  can  be  produced  at  much  less  cost  than  by  extraction  from  vanilla  beans, 
its  market  value  in  Xew  York  being  $6.00  per  ounce. 

Mr.  Jno.  H.  Hamilton,  of  Syracuse,  Xew  York,  advertises  to  have  established 
a  factory  in  Mexico  for  the  manufacture  of  vanillin  from  the  wild  vani  la  beans. 
Objectionable  properties  in  this  bean  forbid  its  use  in  the  crude  form  for  the 
preparation  of  a  tincture  or  flavoring  extract,  but  Mr.  Hamilton  insists  that  it  is 
richer  in  vanillin  than  the  cultivated  officinal  bean  and  offers  his  product  at 
$12.00  per  ounce,  with  a  discount  to  buyers  of  round  lots. 

I  have  discovered  no  difference  in  the  properties  of  these  two  vanillins,  nor  in 
the  results  from  their  employment  in  the  preparation  of  flavoring  extracts. 

The  high  cost  of  vanillin  extracted  from  tin'  cultivated  bean  would  debar  its 
use,  and  prevents  its  manufacture. 

Mr.  M.  Wolff,  after  a  series  of  careful  physiological  tests  upon  animals  and 
upon  himself,  found  that  vanillin  was  not  poisonous,  and  the  French  and  Ger- 
man boards  of  health  are  said  to  have  certified  to  its  harmlessness  and  admitted 
it  to  be  used. 

The  importers  of  vanillin,  in  Xew  York,  supply  formulas  for  thp  preparation 
of  the  flavoring  extract.  One  is  as  follows  :  "Take  a  clean  gallon  bottle  and 
into  this  put  lA  oz.  vanillin  pour  in  3%  pints  of  strongest  a'cohol  ;  shake  the 
bottle  until  all  the  crystals  are  dissolved,  then  add  ';  pint  of  simple  sugar  syrup 
and  4  pints  clear  water  ;  shake,  and  let  stand  uncorked  over  night."  The  cost 
of  this  preparation  is  about  51c.  per  pint,  if  European  vanillin  is  used  at  a  cost 
of  #6.00  per  ounce. 

I  have  prepared  solutions  in  accordance  with  this  and  other  formulas  and 
confess  to  being  more  favorably  impressed  with  them  than  was  my  expectation. 
I  have  submitted  samples  in  connection  with  regular  tinctures  of  the  bean  to 
casual  observers,  and  they  have  sometimes  pronounced  in  favor  of  the  solution 
of  vanillin.  Yet  after  a  careful  comparison,  I  am  convinced  of  the  superiority 
of  the  tinctu  e  of  the  bean,  [t  has  more  of  the  distinctive  characteristic  vanilla 
flavor  and  odor,  and  is  richer  and  stronger. 

In  regard  to  the  relative  permanence  of  the  aroma,  Gehe&  Co.,  in  1877,  reported 
that  "In  proportion  to  the  decrease  in  price  of  vanillin  the  demand  diminishes. 
The  perfume  is  too  delicate  and  evanescent.  The  original  principle,  as  it  exists 
in  vanilla  beans,  being  associated  with  a  soft  resin  itself  aromatic,  appears  much 
more  lasting." 

It  is  true  the  solution  of  vanillin  has  the  merit  of  being  speedily  and  easily 
prepared,  but  an  excellent  tincture  may  also  be  prepared  in  a  few  hours.     Furth- 
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ermore,  the  sale  of  the  solution,  as  a  tincture  or  extract  of  the  bean,  involves  a 
deception  which  has  a  bad  tendency,  and  is  not  compatible  with  a  high  standard 
of  business  integrity.  To  sell  it  as  a  solution  of  vanillin  would  require  in  many 
cases  long  and  laborious  explanations,  unwarranted  by  any  gain  from  its  use. 

The  process  given  in  the  Pharmacopoea  for  tincture  of  vanilla  leaves  little  to 
be  desired,  except  that  it  is  quite  difficult,  with  the  usual  facilities  of  a  retail 
pharmacist,  to  reduce  the  bean,  even  alter  maceration  for  12  hours  in  a  portion 
of  the  menstruum,  to  a  satisfactory  powder  for  percolation.  Owing  to  the 
toughness  of  the  fibres,  I  have  found  it  quite  fatiguing,  and  many  times  before 
I  had  accomplished  the  task,  have  resorted  to  maceration  of  the  thoroughly 
bruised  and  triturated  beans  for  two  weeks.  At  the  end  of  this  time  filtration 
and  a  good  pressing  of  the  residue  have  given  me  a  satisfactory  preparation. 
Latterly,  however,  I  have  fallen  upon  what  i  conceive  to  be  an  easier  process, 
which  can  be  accomplished  in  a  few  hours  and  affords  excellent  results.  This 
process  is  not  original  with  me,  though  in  some  respects  I  have  found  it  conve- 
nient to  depart  from  published  directions. 

Vanilla  Bean,  1  oz.  avoirdupois. 
( 'ul  loaf  sugar.  2  ''  t- 

Cologne  spirit,  10  11.  oz. 
Water,  6    "    " 

Cut  the  beans  fine  with  a  knife.  Thoroughly  bruise  and  triturate  divided 
portions  (adapted  to  mortar  and  pestle)  with  about  twice  their  weight  of  the 
sugar  until  the  whole  is  reduced  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  a  uniform  powder. 
Then  digest  with  10  fl.  ounces  of  the  mixed  cologne  spirit  and  water,  in  a  bottle 
or  flask  nearly  closed  tight,  by  means  of  a  water  bath,  at  a  temperature  of  about 
150°  Fahr.  for  three  hours.  Allow  to  cool  and  pour  off  the  clear  fluid.  Transfer 
the  lesidue  to  a  small  percolator  or  funnel  loosely  plugged  with  cotton.  Then 
pour  on  the  remainder  of  the  menstruum,  and  a  sufficient  quantity' of  spirit  and 
water  mixed  in  these  proportions  to  obtain  in  all  one  pint  of  tincture. 

The  proportions  of  alcohol  and  water  may  be  changed  to  equal  parts  with  a'- 
most  as  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  all  important  and  essential  that  care  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  vanilla 
beans  to  secure  a  good  quality.  With  inferior  or  exhausted  beans  no  process 
and  no  skill  will  yield  a  good  preparation.  Messrs.  Tyler*  Finch,  of  New  York 
city,  are  large  importers,  and  from  them  I  have  obtained  excellent  beans.  Sav- 
ing noticed  the  advertisement  of  Messrs.  Dodge  &  Olcottof  "Cut  Vanilla,  Beans," 
1  procured  a  sample  lot  at  $4.00  per  B).  and  they  have  given  me  most  gratifying 
satisfaction.  An  extract  made  from  them  in  accordance  with  the  formula  given 
will  not  cost  exceeding  50c.  per  pint.  These,  and  doubtless  many  other  dealers, 
will  cheerfully  supply  beans  by  mail  or  otherwise  in  lots  to  suit. 

In  order  to  gratify  any  curiosity  that  mighl  exist,  and  to  get  the  judgment  of 
members  of  the  association  with  regard  to  them,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  exhibit- 
ing samples  prepared  by  different  processes,  of  differenl  strengths  and  with  dif- 
ferent menstrua— from  fine  beans  at  $12.00  per  lb.,  "cut  beans"  at  (4.00  per 
ft.,  vanillin  obtained  of  Hamilton,  and  from  German  vanillin. 
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The  folio  wing  paper  wa*  read  by  .Mr.  S.  J.  Hinsd-ile  and  or- 
dered (by  the  Executive  Committee)  published  with  the  proceed- 
ings : 

COLOR  TESTS  FOR  STRYCHNIA. 

1  have  recently  experimented  a  good  deal  with  the  '  Color  Tests"  for  strych- 
nia, and  thinking  a  statement  of  the  results  might  be  interesting  to  some  of  our 
members,  I  am  induced  to  present  it. 

In  all  of  the  works  on  Toxicology,  methods  are  recommended  for  using  the 
oxidizing  reagents  or  color  tests  for  strychnia,  but  1  do  not  find  in  any  the  fol- 
lowing methods  recommended  for  manijHtltitimj  or  preparing  for  testing  some  of 
the  most  delicate  "color  tests;"  with  cither  of  which,  prepared  as  I  wil  direct,  I 
find  it  easy  to  detect  1-100000  grain  of  commercial  strychnia. 

The  reagents  1  refer  to  are 

Ceroso  Ceric  Oxide, 

Hydrated  Per  Oxid  Manganese  and 

Permanganate  of  Potash. 

Ceroso  Ceric  Oxide  is  a  powerful  oxidizing  agent.  It  was  introduced  by  Son- 
nenschien  as  a  test  for  alkaloids.  He  claims  that  with  it  he  can  detect  one  part 
of  strychnia  in  1000000  part  of  fluid.  It  is  easily  prepared  by  igniting  cerous 
oxalate  in  an  open  crucible. 

I  prepare  it  for  testing,  by  mixing  about  one-sixth  of  a  grain  with  5  or  6  drops 
of  sulphuric  acid.     It  is  partially  soluble  in  the  acid. 

The  Hydrated  Per  Oxide  Manganese  is  much  more  delicate  as  a  test  than  the 
ordinary  Per  Oxide  in  fragments.  I  prepare  this  for  testing  in  the  same,  way 
as  the  Ceroso  Ceric  Oxide. 

The  Hydrated  Per  Oxide  is  produced  by  precipitating  a  so  ution  of  the  chlo- 
ride by  a  filtered  solution  of  chlorinated  lime.  Dr.  Reese  gives  Dr.  J.  13.  Lyman 
credit  for  recommending  it,  referring  to  a  paper  in  the  New  York  Medical  Ga- 
zette, March  18,  1871. 

1  prepare  the  Permanganate  of  Potash  for  delicate  testing  by  the  method  rec- 
ommended by  Wenzell,  viz— one  part  of  Permanganate  dissolved  in  2000  parts 
of  Sulphuric  Acid. 

Wenzell  claims  that  he  can  detect  1-9001)00  grain  of  strychnia  with  this  solu- 
tion.    He  gives  Dr.  W.  A.  Guy,  of  London,  credit  for  the  discovery, 

In  order  to  deposit  1-100000  grain  on  the  porcelain  testing  slab  for  testing,  I 
first  prepare  a  solution  of  strychnia  containing  exactly  l-2.i000  grain  to  the 
drop,  thus:  I  dissolve  one  grain  of  strychnia  in  96  drops  of  water,  to  which  is 
added  4  drops  of  Acetic  Acid,  That  the  drops  may  be  uniform  I  drop  them 
from  a  glass  stoppered  burette  I  then  mix  one  drop  of  the  solution  with  '249 
drops  of  water.     Each  drop  then  contains  1-25000  grain  of  strychnia. 

I  deposit  one  drop  of  this  last  solution  on  the  testing  slab  and  with  the  aid  of 
a  glass  rod  I  divide  it  into  four  nearly  equal  parts  so  each  part  contains  very 
nearly  1-100,000  grain.  Each  part  evaporated  on  the  porcelain  and  touched 
with  a  glass  rod  wet  with  a  very  little  of  the  clear  solution  of  either  of  the  above 
mentioned  reagents  will  develop  the  usual  purple  color,  changing  into  red— the 
red  color  lasting  some  hours.     Care  must  be  taken  not  to  use  too  large  a  cpian- 
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tity  of  either  reagent,  the  smallest  possible  quantity  being  usually  sufficient. 

A  very  dilute  solution  ot  Chromic  Acid  in  Sulphuric  Acid  is  very  delicate  as  a 
test. 

The  Ceroso  Ceric  Oxide  is  of  all  the  most  delicate.  It  has  the  peculiarity  of 
causing  the  red  color  to  remain  longer  than  the  others. 

A  much  smaller  quantity  than  1-100000  part  of  a  grain  can  be  detected  with 
these  reagents  but  with  that  quantity  the  purple,  pink  and  red  colors  are  very 
distinct. 

As  far  as  1  have  experimented  either  of  the  tests  named  are  much  more  deli- 
cate than  Bichromate  of  Potash,  Ferric  Cyanide  of  Potash  or  Black  Oxide  of 
Manganese  in  fragments. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  detect  less  than  1-50000  grain  with  Bichromate  of  Potash. 
Horsley  states  that  1-300000  grain  can  be  detected  with  Ferric  Cyanide  Potash. 

A  convenient  way  to  use  Bichromate  and  Ferric  Cyanide  for  delicate  testing  is 
to  mix  one  part  of  either  with  100  parts  of  ground  pumice  stone  and  apply  a 
very  minute  quantity  to  the  strychnia  dissolved  in  Sulphuric  Acid.

:ode-  of  Ethics. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  considering 
it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in  regard  to  the  mor- 
al principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree  upon  the  following 
Code  of  Ethics : 

1.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for  all  offi- 
cinal preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in  exceptional 
cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process  more  reliable  to 
attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  dis- 
pensing of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign  phar- 
macopoeias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula  between  Physician  and  Pharmacist, 
and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practic  i  of  allowing  physicians  a  percentage  in 
any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derogatory  to  both  pro- 
fessions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising  the 
professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return,  the  same  courte- 
sy from  him. 

5.  As  the  Apothecary  should  lie  ab'e  to  distinguish  between  good  and  bad 
drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug  for  an  ac- 
tive one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequence,  we  hold  that  the 
sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  competition  or  desire  of 
gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  Apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all 
such  fraudulent  aids  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  Apothecary  shou'd  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowledge 
and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed  in  prepara- 
tion as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local  and  other  cir- 
cumstances necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different  establishments,  no 
Apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their 
injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  propriety 
■  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  Pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the  wide  spread 
evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidious  forms  we  con- 
demn any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of  our  business  as  unpro- 
fessional, and  we  denounce  the  loose  practic-  of  a'lowing  it  to  be  used  on  the 
premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage,  as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  Pharma- 
cists the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug 
liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 
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8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each  other, 
confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the  character,  hab- 
its, integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  who  may  have  ap- 
plied for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given  letters  of  introduction 
or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall  divulge  such  confidential  com- 
munication to  the  detriment  or  annoyonce  of  the  •member  giving  it,  shall,  upon 
proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  bis 
name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own  defence,  when,  if 
found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present.

Constitution. 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be 
called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

Art.  II.  The  aim  of  this  Association 
shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  Pharma- 
cists and  Druggists  of  the  State  for  mu- 
tual assistance,  encouragement  and  im- 
provement, and  to  advance  the  science 
and  art  of  Pharmacy,  and  thereby  re- 
strict the  dispensing  and  sale  of  Medi- 
cine to  properly  qualified  Pharmacists 
and  Druggists. 

Art.  III.  The  Association  shall  have 
the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local 
Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also,  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  sev- 
en members,  of  which  the  Secretary  shall 
be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be 


elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold 
office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

Art.  IV.  Any  member  who  shall  pay 
the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  life 
member,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  annual  dues. 

Art.  V.  Every  proposition  to  alter  or 
amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
nutted  in  writing  and  received  at  an 
Annual  Meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for 
at  the  next  Annual  Meeting;  when,  up- 
on receiving  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a 
part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  taken  thereon. 


Extracts  from  By-Laws. 


Article  III.  Sec.  1.  Every  Pharma- 
cist and  Druggist  residing  in  the  State, 
of  good  moral  and  professional  standing,  | 
having  had  three  or  more  years  experi-, 
ence,  either  on  his  own  account,  or  in 
the  employment  of  others  in  a  regular, 
pharmacy,  or  a  store  where  drugs  or 
medicines  are  compounded  and  sold  as  a 
specialty  of  such  store,  graduates  of  reg-| 
ularly  organized  pharmaceutical  schools 
or  colleges  and  licentiates  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  membership. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  member- 
ship may  apply  In  writing  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  two  members  in  good 
standing,  to  any  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  who  shall  report  his  ap- 
plication to  said  Committee.  If  after 
investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  ap- 
prove his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  ear- 
liest time  possible,  report  his  name  to 
the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  i 
present  on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered 
a  member  of  thisAssociation  until  he  has  I 
signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  | 
and  paid  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of, 
three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  alsoj 
the  annual  contribution  for  the  current 
year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members.;  I 
hut  may  be  expelled  for  improper  con-1 


duct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 
Sec.  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  ad- 
vance into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  con- 
tribution. Any  one  in  arrears  at  an  an- 
nual meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote,  and  any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his 
annual  dues  for  two  successive  years, 
shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership. 
Members  complying  with  the  preceding 
section  of  this  Article  are  entitled  to  Cer- 
tificates of  Membership,  signed  by  the 
President,  a  Vice  President,  the  Secreta- 
ry and  Treasurer,  covenanting  to  return 
the  same  to  the  proper  officer  on  severing 
their  connection  with  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  resignations  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary,  accompanied 
with  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no 
resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any 
one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer. 
All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged 
by  the  Secretary  and  reported  to  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and 
other  scientific  men,  who  may  be  deemed 
worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elect- 
ed honorary  members.  They  shall  not 
be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds, 
nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to 
vote  upon  any  question.
